The jury in the ease of the state 
against Sherman Hill in which the de­ 
fendant 
was charged with an a l­ 
leged violation of the liquor laws, 
was dismissed late Tuesday evening 
a fte r having been in deliberation for 
several hours. 
The affidavit charged 
Hill, who is a druggist at Ewing, with 
having sold a quart of whickey to 
John Fourdice, of Brownstown, who 
he knew to be an habitual user of in­ 
toxicants. 
Fourdice, it is alleged, went to tin* 
drug store and purchased a quart of 
whiskey, having signed the proper 
application that the liquor was to be 
list'd for scientific, medical or edu­ 
cational purposes. 
When he left the 
store he met Thomas Fox, to whom 
some of the liquor was given and who 
became intoxicated. 
lie was arrest- 
• ed, but later agreed to tell where he 
got the whiskey if released. 
This the 
prosecutor agreed to do and in the 
trial Fox was the prosecuting wit­ 
ness. 
It was brought out in the evidence 
th a t Fourdice had not been intoxi­ 
cated and that he came to Seymour 
th a t evening and went to Cortland 
011 
a visit. 
He said he met a policeman 
here with whom he talked for some 
time. 
It was brought out during the 
trial that Fourdice became intoxica­ 
ted occasionally, but some of the jury 
men did not believe that the fact was 
sufficiently established that he was 
generally 
known 
as 
an 
habitual 
drunkard. 
This case i> the first time that the 
right of a druggist to sell liquor has 
been presented in the circuit court 
and had been given much attention.

Amid Scenes Such as Were Nev er Be* 
fore Witnessed in a New York State 
Republican 
Conv ention, 
Theodore 
Roosev elt Was Elected Chairman— 
He at Once Proceeded to Crowd Foes 
Off All Committees. 


Saratog a, N. Y., Sep t. 28 .—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt of Oy ster Bay de­ 
feated in the Rep ublican state conven­ 
tion Vice President Sherman of Utica 
for the temp orary chairmanship . The 
vote was 567 to 445. There were 1,015 
deleg ates in the convention, but three 
did not vote— Colonel Roosevelt, Vice 
President Sherman and Gilchrist Stu­ 
art of New York city . 
A total vote of 508 was necessary 
to a choice, and the result shows that 
Colonel Roosevelt had 59 majority and 
122 p lurality over Sherman. 
The old 
g uard 
leaders, 
headed 
by 
William 
Barnes, jr., Sp eaker J, W. Wadsworth 
and their friends, said that they wrere 
not at all dismay ed, not at all over­ 
come by Colonel Roosevelt’s victory 
and Barnes and Sp eaker Wadsworth 
said that the 445 deleg ates who stood 
up ag ainst Colonel Roosevelt and his 
friends did so from p rincip le. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt’s selection 
was 
followed later in the convention p ro­ 
ceeding s by p erfomances which w'ere 
without p recedent in New York Re­ 
p ublican conventions since the org ani­ 
zation of the p arty . 
After Colonel 
Roosevelt’s victory no deleg ate rep re­ 
senting the old g uard forces wras p er­ 
mitted to offer the resolutions calling 
for the ap p ointment of committees. 
Only deleg ates friendly to Roosevelt 
and his adherents offered the resolu­ 
tions for the ap p ointment of a commit­ 
tee, and these deleg ates introduced 
their resolutions for the committee 
with this final clause: 
“and that the 
temp orary chairman of this convention 
have authority to name the commit­ 
tees,” meaning the committee on cre­ 
dentials, the committee on rules, the 
committee on p ermanent org anization 
and the committee on p latform. 
Colonel Roosevelt celebrated the un­ 
limited p ower g iven to him by first 
striking at Vice President Sherman, 
The Oneida-Herkimer deleg ation, the 
vice p resident’s own deleg ation, had 
recommended for the p latform com­ 
mittee William H. Schweitzer, a Sher­ 
man 
follower. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
struck out Schweitzer’s name and sub­ 
stituted th a t of ex -Assembly man Mer- 
win K, Hart, head of 
the Lincoln 
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which he told of recent events in his 
p arty . 
All the way throug h Wood­ 
ruff’s sp eech was heartily resp onded 
to by the vast audience. 
When he 
rbad 
the 
corresp ondence 
between 
Roosevelt and himself concerning the 
selection by the committee of Sherman 
there were cheers and hisses. 
The 
thunderous 
ap p lause 
which 
g reeted Mr. S h erm an ’s name as Chair­ 
man Woodruff uttered it in his final 
sentences had not died away before 
Frederick Hicks, a Nassau county del­ 
eg ate. jump ed up on his chair, and, fac­ 
ing the g reat audience, cried: 
“In the 
sp irit ex p ressed by Lincoln half a cen­ 
tury ag o, with charity to all, with 
malice toward none, I nominate the 
honorable Theodore Roosevelt.” 
The 
old g uard kep t their seats, but the 
Roosevelt-Griscom deleg ates and the 
g alleries hurst out with volcanic ex ­ 
p losions 
After several sp eeches in favor of 
the 
resp ective 
nominees. 
Chairman 
Woodruff 
announced 
that 
the 
roll 
tvould be called for vote of individual 
deleg ates, and Barnes insisted on the 
individual vote. 
The call went on 
amid the first silence of the day . 
When the vote was announced there 
was a rep etition of the tumultuous 
scenes which had characterized the 
convention from the start. Roosevelt’s 
face was wreathed with a smile. 
The 
fact wras not overlooked that no dele­ 
g ates in the old g uard had rp oved to 
make the selection of Roosevelt unan 
imous. 
The colonel then made his 
sp eech. 
He was in fine voice and 
sp oke slowly and distinctly . His refer­ 
ence to Mr. Taft as “an able, up rig ht

betw een the tw o sections. 
He w as a

did u ot resent. 
H e thou ght lightly of 
his ow n fa m e and to the end c o nte nd ­ 
ed tha t he was not a literary man. bu t 
a Jou rnalist. Vet few writers ha ve had 
more u niversal recognition d u ring their 
own lifetime from critics and pu blic 
alik e. 
As he w as in his book s so w'as he in 
his life. 
H e did little deeds of k ind ­ 
ness almost by stealth 
One d a y it 
wras helping a paralytic to get a fed
